To the standing ovation 
and cheers of 6,000 Tulane 
University students in New 
Orleans Wednesday night. 
Ford called the Indochina 
conflict “ a war that is 
finished —as far as America 
is concerned.” 
On the way home he told 
reporters aboard Air Force 
One of his arms aid request, 
“Well, it’s still up there (in 
Congress). It will depend on 
the circumstances when I 
get back ... if there is a 
significant change w e’ll 
have to reassess it.” 
What Ford called “a fluid 
situation” included the mood 
of Congress. In a session that 
lasted until early today, the 
House voted to authorize 
$327 
million 
for 
hum anitarian 
aid 
and 
evacuation costs. The Senate 
passed a $250 million ver­ 
sion. No arms aid has been

Floor tile stains 
thwart a cleanup

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — We would like to know how to remove 
rust stains from an asphalt tile kitchen floor. A cabinet 
stood in one place and then was moved There were stains 
that probably were caused by water seeping under the 
cabinet when the floor was washed so frequently. I have 
used wax remover and other household powders but to no 
avail. - GERRY. 


DEAR GERRY — One maker of asphalt tile suggests 


rubbing such stains with a diluted solution of oxalic acid 
and using #00 steel wool. Handle this acid with EXTREME 
CARE and caution. Use self-polishing wax on asphalt tile. 
Do remember that many solvents soften asphalt tile and 
cause colors to run. Any furniture legs should be put in 
rubber, not metal, cups. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Cotton is good for baiting mouse traps. Mice 
like it for nesting. Put the cotton in and around the mouse trap 
When I wash wool blankets I put one cup of moth balls or 
crystals in the rinse water to protect them from moths. 
Also, I find boric acid will make roaches disappear 
— 
DOROTHY. 
DEAR POLLY - My refrigerator is a name brand one and cost 
plenty but cleaning it is the worst job I ever tackled — even worse 
than cleaning an old-fashioned stove. There are so many cracks 
and crevices that cannot be reached even by disassembling parts 
with a screw driver. Food collects in these little hiding places and 
cannot be cleaned even with a brush. Even though only three 
years old the plastic has cracked and rust has discolored many 
places. I think it is unsanitary and would think that a civilization 
that could develop equipment to reach the moon could build a 
sanitary refrigerator that could be easily cleaned I have been 
looking around and they all seem to have these same disadvan­ 
tages so that is my Pet Peeve. 
I use plastic trash can covers for clothes covers by puncturing a 
hole in the center of the bottom seam and then pulling the hanger 
hook through the hole Such covers are especially good for travel­ 
ing and also make good containers for storing blankets or folded 
clothes that one wants to keep free of dust. — MRS G B

N EW Y O R K (U P I) - If 
boys and girls brushed their 
teeth one minute under 
supervision three times a 
week in 
school, 
studies 
suggest their teeth would 
fare 
better 
than

supervised brushing daily at 
home. 
Research funded by the 
National Institute for Dental 
Research is showing that 
supervised brushing is an 
effective way to reduce tooth 
decay, gingivitis, plaque and 
oral bacteria among school 
children. 
The 468 children who are 
proving this go to school in 
Caguas, Puerto Rico. They 
range in age from 6 to 13.

Another factor in the re­

Then they sta rt fussing and I 
tell them they will have to 
eat the cereal w hether they 
like it or not if they w ant it 
“ Just for the p rem ium .” 
That all sounds fam iliar. 
But it looks as if nothing 
much is going to happen 
very soon to change it. 
The one are a w here som e­ 
thing is happening —at the 
Federal T rad e Com mission 
— has been m oving so slowly 
that w e’d h ate to guess how 
m any m onths or even years 
it will be before you see 
results. 
W hat 
th e 
FTC 
h as 
p ro p o sed 
is

ban

television com m ercials for 
to y s,

or

prem ium s

A consumer in Flint, 
Mich., passes on these 
thoughts: 
“We hear people com­ 
plaining about the high cost 
of living. Mostly they refer to 
the cost of food. Actually 
food is cheaper in relation to 
wages than it was in the last 
15, 20 or 25 years. Rather, it 
is the cost of ‘high living.’ 
“Why 
not 
give 
your 
readers a rundown, com­ 
paring milk and soft drinks 
as an example. Soft drinks 
cost 20 to 25 cents more per 
gallon than milk and what 
have you got in a soft drink? 
“ C o m p are th e cost of 
feeding cows, refrigeration 
on the farm , transporting, 
p r o c e s s i n g , 
m o r e 
r e f r i g e r a t i o n , 
f r e q u e n t 
delivery, etc., com pared to 
the cost of m anufacturing 
and distributing ‘pop.’ 
“ This could be called the 
popular ‘rip-off,’ but we a re 
so drugged by the soft drink 
advertising. 
“ P le a se 
c o n sid e r 
an 
honest 
analysis 
for 
your 
read ers. They deserve to 
know what they a re actually 
buying without realizing it.” 
Your analysis is pretty 
good 
w ith o u t 
an y 
elaboration. 
Most shoppers know in the 
back of their m inds that 
convenience, quick and fab­ 
ric a te d 
foods 
a re m o re 
expensive. Some a re willing 
to pay the price for the op­ 
tion. But other letters we get 
indicate th ere a re still an 
awful lot of consum ers who 
have gone back to basics as 
much as possible, and who 
are still being squeezed by 
high prices, not only for food 
but for alm ost everything 
else. 


We a re also still getting 
letters about the shortage of 
hom e canning 
equipm ent. 
The latest governm ent word 
on that is that there will be 
plenty of ja rs this year, but 
the supply of lids and ru b ­ 
bers for replacem ents will 
be tight.
